WHAT ABOUT RUSSIA? 


We recall that years ago General Gordon of 


Georgia used to say that the South never was 
licked, but it simply wore itself out licking the 
North. .

. 
It must be that the news we get from Russia 


is concerning similar tactics. "The Bolsheviks 
are crushed." "The Soviets on their last legs." 
"Cannot possibly last three weeks." "The army 
is deserting by thousands," etc., etc. These are 
the statements which have been fed to the peo- 
ple through news dispatches from Russia for 
months, but finally we get the last item which de- 
clares that the Bolshevists have crushed the 
enemy, and the general in charge has fled to save 
his own life. 


We are reminded of the man who was asked 


how his wif&was, who was in the hospital, and he 
said, "She is dead." 


"What did she die off he was asked. 
"I don't know," he replied, "but I think it 


was 'improvements', because every day I called 
at the hospital to ask about her they said she 
showed 'improvement.'" 


General Wrangel would probably have to 


explain his downfall on something of the same 
hypothesis. 


As far as we understand it, we are opposed 


to the Bolsheviks' theory and practice in govern- 
mental and economic life, but as far as conduct- 
ing their government is concerned, they have 
never had a trial. There has been constant war 
from the outside, and the real attention of the 
Bolshevist government has had to be addressed 
to self-defense, and we certainly cannot call that 
a test, but a trial of value. 


If the American government, following the 


Revolution, had-had to fight Canada on the 
north, Mexico on the south , and Japan and 
France coming in on either side, for several 
years, it would have been absurd to suggest that 
during this period there would be a real test of 
Democracy. 


In the first place we have not learned the 


real facts concerning Russia. If we had, the 
news items would not be so absurd and so con- 


,' tcadictory. 


It is very probable that the life of Sovietism 


and Bolshevism has been preserved by the out- 
side effort to destroy the control and to ruin the 
| government. The people have come together in 
the name of patriotism to protect Russia. If 
the outside governments, now that they have 
gotten out, will stay out, we will soon see wheth- 
er the present government of Russia is what the 
-Russians want or what they do not want. It is 
not our business to tell Russia what she must 
have, It is our business to recognize the staple 
government of any country, protect our interests 
there and have her interests protected here. 


Nothing, in the long run, is gained by lying 


propaganda and misrepresentations. The truth 
win nnlly be known, just as it has in the late re- 
ports from Russia.
